There is a large 
body of advertising for sexual services and merchandise in the last third of the 
magazine which constitutes almost one quarter of the total content. A large number of 
these advertisements state as available sexual services by children or young persons, 
or persons characterised as children or young persons, and sexual services involving 
the use of urine. The publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
children and young persons for sexual purposes, and the use of urine in association 
with degrading or dehumanising conduct and sexual conduct, which is deemed 
objectionable.
